Salveston, Texas, Aug. 19—(By Courier)—The total missin, 


»nd known dead from an area 100 miles wide along the Texas 
coast, extending on both sides of- Galveston today is 193 with th 
known dead less than 100. 


Galveston city and island, though suffering proportionately 


small percentage of fatalities have sustained the heaviest property 
losses. 


The damage to this coast will reach many milliors of dollars 
The water swept inland in places a distance of at least 2C 


miles over the low mainland and in a great arc running a hun 
dred miles inland, the hurricane rolled houses over like tops, de 
posited vessels in far fields and drowned large numbers of 
farm 


animals. 


Beaumont, Texas, Aug. 19—News from the storm stricken dis 


trici adjacent to Beaumont early today was meagre but no more 
fatalities were reported. So far as known here nearly a score o: 
persons are dead with a number reported as missing. 


Heports from Sabine and Sabine Pass, Texas, and Johnson's 


Bayou, and Leesburg, La., where heavy loss of life was feared, de- 
clared that all persons at those places were safe. 


Many narrow escapes from death have been reported. 
The 


400 residents of Johnson's Bayou ss,ved their lives by taking refuge 
in tree tops, leaving their homes to be washed away. 


A man drifted into Port Bolivar Wednesday on a bale of cot 


ton, to which he had been clinging since Monday night. 
He was 


nearly dead from exposure. Thousands of cattle in the section be 
low Beaumont have been lost.

New York, Aug. 19.—Fifteen boat loads of the Arabic's passengers and orew have been saved, 


according to a cable dispatch received at the New York offices of the White Star Line at 2:30 p. m. 
this afternon. 


Washington, Aug. 19.—At three o'clock this afternoon a. dispatch was received by Consul 


Thompson at Queenstown saving/'Arabic sunk at '9:30 this morning fifty miles from Queenstown. 
Sunk in eleven minutes. Eleven boats being brought here." 


London, Aug. 19.—The British steamer Magnolia reports by wireless that the steamship Duns- 


ley also was torpedoed, but at the time the message was sent was still afloat and was picking up sur- 
vivors. 


London, August 19.—The White Star Liner Arabic with a total human cargo of four hun- 


dred and twenty-three souls, which sailed from Liverpool yesterday afternoon was sent to the bottom 
by a torpedo from a German submarine this morning. 


The torpedo.struck the Arabic at 9:15 o'clock this morning and it is reported that the giant 


liner went to the bottom in a trifle less than eleven minutes. 


The passengers numbering-one hundred and seventy, were about equally divided between 


the second and third class cabins. There were no first class passengers. The crew numbered two hun- 


. dred and forty-three, 48 in the steerage, making a total of four hundred and twenty-three persons. 


The first message received by the White Star Line offices this afternoon read as follows: 
"The Arabic was sunk this morning. Fifteen or sixteen boat loads arc making for Queens- 


town." 


The company received no other direct word at first but from this message and the number of 


boats making for Queenstown they deducted that the greater number of persons on board had been 
saved. 


The submarine attack occurred off Fastnet, on the south coast of Ireland, not far from the point 


where the Lusitania was sunk by submarine fire. 


Up to a late hour this evening no definite news as to the manner of the attack had been re- 


ceived in London, and it is not known whether the passengers were warned, or whether an attempt 
was made by the attacking parties to save any of them. 


At 6:20 this evening the Central News sent out a dispatch to the effect that the crew of the 


Arabic had succeeded in launching eleven life boats which had succeeded in picking up a number of 
the passengers. It had not been ascertained at this time, however, how many had been drowned ac- 
cording to this agency. 


The Exchange Telegraph company came out at,the same time with a statement that a res. 


cuing steamer had 400 persons on board. The local weather bureau, and other bureaus along tha 
Irish coast reported favorable weather conditions for the victims of the Arabic who were in open 
boats on the high seas.

voting. It sees apathv on the part of voters in the pnmanes ; • of 
last week, regards thai as an ill wind, and would have rt c-nred by 
compelling every franchised citizen to go to the polls at even- sort 
of an election, or failing, be subject to divers pains and 
penal- 


ties for what it assumes is his patriotic duty. 


What the Sun saw elsewhere, we offer no opinion; what it saw 


down here, if it took the pains to inform itself before pronmlgat- 
jng its preachment, was no such animal as apathv. A little figur- 
ing -will show the Republican vote at the primary was about nve 
hundred greater than the party has followers. 


But let us toss that aside and face the naked .proposition 


put forth by the Sun, which is every man should be compelled 
to vote every election, and that enforced, we would have entirely 
desirable and praiseworthy results, because "the reputable, hard- 
working citizen is responsible for misrule in cities, counties and 
states He is so absorbed in his selfish interests that he forgets 
his larger duties to the state and fails to attend the primaries and 
elections." 
No* that is fine, large talk, but neither in present fact, nor 


•prospective result is it builded truly. 
The "'reputable hard- 


working citizen" sometimes shows apathy in a primary-, out in 
quite ever}- election he casts the majority of 
the ballots. 
Cer- 


tainly le'is responsible for misrule, to a large degree. Not, how- 
ever because, as the Snn would 'have it, that he refuses often to 
vote' but because he does not vote right. As for quality there is 
no more quality in the vote of the average "reputable, hard-work- 
ing citizen" than in that of any other. In the overwhelming per- 
cental he votes for his party as certainly as he votes. A little 
thing like the public good is to him as nothing, compared with vic- 
tor-- for his side. Oh, of course, he does not put it that blunt.y 
to himself, but holding his own party can do nothing bad and 
the opposition nothing good, that is the way he ballots. Even at 
that there is excuse for him. 
One can't know to 
a 
certainty 


about candidates— they have to be taken largely on faith, or bet- 
ter, hope. The "reputable and hard-working citizen" no 
more- 


votes one ticket than does the disreptuable and idle 
one. 
Each 


class splits even, for all practical consideration, 
in its 
political 


alliances. 
So to sum it up, we may conclude that 
where 
the 


"reputable and hard-working citizen" is responsible for bad gov- 
ernment, it is not because he does not often enough approve every 
opportunity to vote, but because he so seldom votes right, nelps 
elect the men who would make the best officials. 


And the situation isn't as black, by any meajis, as it is being 


painted. 
There are a thousand voters today willing, and even 


a bit anxious, to vote for the candidate they think will mnkc the 
best official, where one asked himself that question ten years ago.

My dear Mr. McMillan:

tion of your company should be 
directed to the character of gas 
pipe you are installing in Walnut 
street, this city. 


Please remember that this street 


is to be paved with vitrified brick, 
grout filler, on a concrete base, 
and when it is completed will be" 
one of the several streets of this 
city that has been improved as a 
street should be, and therefore, 
ought not to be dsturbed for a 
great many years. 


However, owing to your com- 


pany's installing old, rust-eaten 
pipe under this base, it is evident 
that the street will be excavated 
at. many points in search of gas 
leaks, and I, therefore, direct that 
you immediately prepare to place 
in this, as well as all other streets 
that are to be improved, new pipe 


or where used pipe that is appar 
ently as good as new is installed 
coat it with a proper preservative 


This city cannot afford to havr 


its streets torn up as your com 
pahy did on Gallia street recent 
ly in search of defective service 
and relaid as such street was. 


To tie ead that our streets may 


be better cared for by the public 
service corporations, 
either pri 


vate or municipal, I shall ask thai 
an order be put into effect thai 
will required all the. earth exca- 
vated from beneath the brick o] 
any street be 
removed and the 


cavity entirely filled with a prop- 
er mixture of concrete, thereby 
solidifying these openings. 
This 


cannot be done by the contractors 
in restoring the dirt that has been 
removed, because the men employ- 
ed for the purpose of tamping the 
dirst do not put the base in prop- 
er shape for a foundation for the 
brick, thus allowing the repaired 
portion of the street to settle in 
seeking a solid bed. Concrete for 
filling this excavation is the only 
solution to this problem. 


This plan, I believe, to be far 


superior to any that may be out- 
lined with reference to depositing 
a sum of money with the city, 
with which it may make the re- 
pair. if such is to be made by re- 
placing the dirt, as this method of 
replacing the street is equally in- 
ferior, no matter who does the 
work. Our streets must be more 
carefully taken care of.

CANCER OF THE SKIN.

Tlie keynote ;to the "cancer problem is early diagnosis. If this 


disease were -accompanied by severe pains iti its earliest 
stages 


,he large majority of patients could undoubtedly 
be. cured by 


modern methods of treatment. Cancer of the skin .in its very 
earl}' stage can be cured by appropriate modem treatment- Fifty 
•er cent of all forms of cancer come to the surgeon or specialist 
oo late. The early stage of cancer >ii unaccompanied ,by-_; pain, 
icnce the patient do.es'npV seek tlie ^Qpfetvet^Iy.^AU^ vtyen or 
;umbrs "of the sTtih are :nbt aiecess&,riiy>icSncijr6nrij ImtP" rthe~ "treat- 
ment varies, acording to conditions. "When there is on the lip, es-^ 
pecially the lower one, any persistent local thickening,"'sore, fissure 
or crack of several months duration, then it is suspicious of the 
early stage of cancer. -It is dangerous-to irritate euch a place by 
sucking or picking or putting any kind of caustic paste on it be- 
cause usually such treatment causes the disease to grow much 
faster and to form, "roots", as the public call them. 


Another kind of skin cancer begins as a email mole-like pim- 


ple which gradually increases in sine. It is more dangerous when 
it is colored (brownish or blackish); later it bleeds easily, especi- 
ally when scratched or pinched. It appears to heal, but after a 
while breaks down again and grows gradually. 
• Soon it begins to 


have "roo'ts", which means that the nearest..glands, have become 
diseased. JThis can be cured wlun recognized, in ita earjy stage, 
before/it'.has "roots". Another kind of skin cancer begins even 
more innocently, as.in its very early stage it is like a 
persistent 


scaly spot, or as if the skin had been-nrbbed off, or as a ( chronic 
crack, or like a wart or mole. The patient thinks nothing of tliis, 
because it looks so innocent, doos not hurt at all and' now. and 
again it seems to Tiea^ and then break out..,But in fact, 
if 
left, 


alone, such a cancer can destroy both the nose and eyes or attack 
the ears. 
' 


Ordinary moles, whether colored or white, and especially the 


former, are decidedly dangerous when they begin to increase in size 
or get irritated. Generally speaking when moles arc situated in 
areas which are subject to friction, then they ought to be removed. 


So the advice to the public is to4 seek the doctor or specialist 


in.the early stage of tho disease, because the expense of treatment 
is then very much less and there is a much greater chance of be- 
ing cured.
